_ ‘Pho official correspondence ruspecting the 
ratification of the. Sugar Convention, sigued at 
Brussels'on Mareh 5, 1902, contains o lotter 
from the ‘Forvign Secretary to various British 
‘Ambassadors abroad, in which Lord Lanadowno 
deals with the position of British Colonies. He |- 
-dosires the A mbasundors to convey to the con- 
tracting Powers tle view held by tlie British 
Government on tho subject, which is expressed 
ay follows :— 

Tho ottitudeof his Mojeaty’s Government in 
regard to the matter has never varied. They 
havo declined altogether to agree that Great 
Britsin abould bo undor any obligation to treat 
the British Colonics os foreign countries, The 
British delegates at tho Brogsels Conferonce 
repeatedly ond formally declased that the tiscal 
relations between Great Britain and the British 
Colonies and poseisions must remain outside 
the Convention, snd that in po circumstances 
would a ponal cliuse be opplied in tho United 
Kingdom to Britisti colonial sugar. 

. Lt is very improbable that any appreciable 
amount of snger will be imported into this 
country from .ihe self-governing Colonies 
during tho period for which the Convention is 
to remain in force. But His Majesty's Govern- 
ment attach tho nmost importance to the prig- 
ciple “of retaining, subject to the special-and 
excoptional concessions mentioned in the Final 
Protocol, perfect freedom of fiscal relatiors 
within the Empire, ond in view of thy doubts 
exprested in some quarters as to tho. proper 
interpretation of the Convention and tho docla- 
rations made in the Final Protocol, they con- 
gidor it necessary to place on record that thoy 
will pot consent under avy circumstances to be!

18th, when Munifa capitulated to the Americans. 
The plaintiff immediately went to Hongkong,. 
where he ordered Some engines from the Wham- 

poa Dock Co., leaving behind him his brother, 

who had full instructions tp take over the engines 
due from Singuyore, When he was in Hong- 

kong, plaintiff ayain wrote to Singapore. 

Lattors wero continually being sent, aud the only 

reply given wus that the engines were coming. 

In a letter dated Jan. 5th, 1849, defendants 
stated thot the ongines. ordered had been sold 
at the timo of tho rebellion as they (defendants) 
saw no hopo of tho plaintiff being uble to take 
them off their hands. But, the defendants 
added, they wore now pushing on with othor 
engines for eurly delivery to plaintiff. This 
letter showed that Riley Hargreaves and Co. 
recognised tho contract. On Jounary Ist 
of 1899 the business of Riley Haryreavys 
and Co. and all its current contracts was 
nequired by. Riloy Uargreaves and Co, Ltd, 
In February plointiff returned to Manila, and 
boing extremely diavatistied took tha advico of 
Mr. Lovering, an American Juwyer, who there- 
upon wrote gating that he was instructed to 
Sommeonce legal proceedings, but thut lis client 
hoped it would be possible. to como to an 
amicable settlement. Riley Hargreaves replied 
that they thought thay were jnstified in selling 
the engines to avoid having then thrown on 
their. hands; and it seemed that Kiley Har- 
greaves & Co. were of opinion that thoy were 
ablo to repudiate their contract at any timo, 
Rut they added that they woro still pusuing oi 
with tho othorcngines. In Augast of the same 
year, Mr, Lichouco' was. suspected cf kaving 
lennings towards the insurreétioniats and was 
arrestzd by Genoral Otis and thrown into prison. 
He was in Morila gaol from Auguat lth to 

Dec, 8th, 1899, as a political prisoner. 
Prigoner wrote another letter to Riley, -Har- 

greaves & Co, and afterwards had an interview 
in the prison with Mr. W. M, Robertson, 
dofendants’ manager, who subsequently wrote 
a letter agreving to deliver tho engines within 
threo montba fron: Octobor 189, ‘Sir. Lichauco
